THE  M.‘  J.  HATFIELD  KEHIISDY  ^ffiDAL  "

The  following  article  is  a  resume  of  my  discovery  of  the  :'.-J,^Hat- 
eld^medallic  Kennedy  medal.  The  story  will..relate  inioraation 

that  could  have  gone  undetected,  and  possibly  the  facts  aoou^  tne  medal 
may  never  have  been  knovjn.  •  I  am  very  happy  and  delighted  thao  this  may 
contribute  to  the  collector's  knowledge. 

During  the  early  part  of  this  year,  I  recalled  that  1  hac^seen  a 
Kennedy  medal,  (silver  and  large  in  size),  in  one  of  our  quaint  Lew  Eng¬ 
land  Connecticut  shops.  I-  had  seen  this  medal  about  a  year 
I'ly  recollection  came  about,  due  to  the  fact  that  recently  decided 

to  be  a  Kennedian  collector.  After  a  couple  of  months  of  chasing  leads 
and  ansv;ering  ads,  a  wonderful  thing  happened.  Mr.  Ed  xtoche ue ^  came  out 
with  his  new  book,  "Medallic  Portraits  of  John^P.  Kennedy  .  mis  book 
presents  a  challenge  to  a  new  phase  of  collecting.  At  ra^e,  my 

memory  se'^^ved  me  well,  because  I  went  back  to  this  small  specialty 
shbppe",  and  as  luck  would  have  it,  and  to  my  very  happy  surprise,  the 
Kennedy  medal  was  still  there — and  available.  I  immediately  mav^e  the 
purchase.  At  this  point,  I  would  have  gladly  paid- the  shopkeeper  almost 
any  price  he  asked  for  it.  As  he  blew  the  dust  off  and  rubbeo.  it  on  his 
sleeve,  he  probably  thought  that  here  vras  a  sale  long  overdue.  He  asked 
if  seventy-five  cents  was  a  fair  price  for  it.  I  assured  him^  that  it 
was  more  than  fair,  as  I  happily  tucked  the  medal  into  my  pocmeu.  I 
was  delighted  that  I  had  added  a  new  specimen  to  my  collection. 


Several  days  later,  during  one  of  my  spare  moments,  I  mad

of  the  new  and  latest  acquisition.  Immediately  I  noted  some-ning 
interesting — but  not  unusual.  A  name  appeared  along  the  reverse  . 

Hat  of  Hatfield.  This,  I  thought,  must  be  the  engraver,  designer, 

or  possibly  the  manufacturer.  The  question  was  which,  ^nd  wnere  had  it 
been  made?  :iy  thoughts  ran  quickly  back  to  Rochette  s  iiedaj-xic  Por¬ 
traits".  As  I  had  assumed,  it  vras  not  listed.  Of- course  i  realized  that 
many  medals  would  not  be  listed.  I  began  to  wonder— vvho  and ^  where  was 
■this  "Hatfield"?  Could  he  possibly  be  in  an  area  where  he  might  he 
located?  Well,  it  vras  worth  a  try,  since  I  did  want  to  learn  more  about 
this  medal. 

New  Milford,  Connecticut  is  a  small  town,  surrounded  by  many^more 
tovms  or  ccmmiinities .  So  to  spea-k,  it  is  a  hub  to  about  uen  or  twelve 
nf  these  towns,  all  within  a  radius  of  fifteen  miles.  Vfhere  would 
begin,  and  how  would  I  go  about  it?  Lets  see,  the  small  snoppe  was  in 
Neirto-^m,  Connecticut,  so  why  not  try  there  first.  •  I  checA.ed  •''ith  hhe 
telephone  operator,  and  asked  for  the  name  of  M.  J.  Hatj-ie^c.  As 
would  have  it  arain,  she  told  me  that  there  was  a  name  listed  under  the 
name  of  "Hatfield's  Arts  and  Crafts".  This  surely  must  be  io--and  how 
lucky  on  my  very  dTirst  try!  She  rang  the  number,  but  there  was  no 
answer.  ‘  There  was  no  ansvrer  to  the  next  three  days  of  tryin^^. 

After  a  day  or  two  had  passed,  I  finally  contacted  r^r.  naoxield. 

It  vras  he  who  had  made  this  medal.  He  talked  at  length  over^  the 
phone,  and  he  related  a  most  interesting  story  to  me  as  oo  one  initial 
popularity  of  his  new  medal — and  its  quick  fade  out. 

In  mv  conversation  with  Hr.  Hatfield,  I  told  him  tha^  very 

rvfavorably*' impressed  with  the  likeness  of  our  late  President^nennedy .  I 
E^sked  him  if  he  vzas  an  artist,  or  an  engraver.  He  tola  ms  .nau  he 


was 


neither,  but  was  a  tool  and  die 


sirlrer 


and  vras  now  in  sc_ii-retirement . 


He  then  related  hov;  he  had  sculptured  the  model  Oj.  ivermedy,  ai_i^  advised 
that  a  bronze  mold  had  been  made.  I  nov;  had  learned  for  s^^re  ^he  medal 

vras  cast  molded.

He  further  related  some  of  the  other  procedures  involved  in  the 
production  of  his  medals  At  this  point  I  thought  there  must  be  thou¬ 
sands  of  these  medals  around,  and  the  specimen  that  I  had  recently  ac¬ 
quired  would  be  quite  common.  I  quickly  asked  Mr.  Hatfield  how 
had  been  made.  His  answer  was  vague.  He  ^ras  not  certain  as  to^the 
e-xact  amount--probably  one  dozen,  possibly  two  dozen,  or  maybe  xifty. 
This  seemed  like  a  very  small  amount  to  me,  and  I  wondered  vrhy  all  the 
trouble  and  fuss  for  such  a  few.  It  would  seem  that  ^  at  least  h’^.dreds. 
would  have  been  made.  Then  I  realized  that  Mr.  Hatfield  did  this  for 
his  pastime,  and  he  had  mentioned  that  they  were  made  with  the  i^-ten- 
tion  of  being  used  as  paper  weights;  (the  medals-  weigh  one  third  ox  a 
pound  each.)  -It  occured  to  me  that  I  could  let  the  matter  drop  here, 
and  I  would  be  the  owner  of  an  original  medal  of  a  possible  min^ap  of 
less  than  fifty.  Then  on  the  other  hand,  if  I  pursued  my  interest, 
more  of  these  medals  could  be  made,  and  vrauld  reach  the  collppr. 
Before  I  could  decide  which,  I  asked  Mr.  Hatfield 

ested  in  reviving  his  medal,  and  if  I  could  handle  the  distrioution 

and  the  details, 
commented  that  he

He  half  laughed  and  said,  "sure”,  but  he  further 


doubted  if  anything  fantiastic  would  be  derived  fron 
I  could  understand  his  view-point,  but  he  did  not 
le  would  be  of  interest  to  thb  collector.

that  as  a  Kennedian  Collector  myself,  my  concern  wp  to  gp  ^  pis  ppl 
produced  and  available,  and  give  the  collector  a  chape  at  it. 

•  out  this,  his  model,  mold  and  the  rest  of  it  would  die  where  it  a,ll 
began — in  a  comer  of  his  workshop.  Mith  this  he  agreed,  and  so^wph 
-all  in  accord,  it  was  decided  the  whole  deal  would  be  recpstrucoed , 
the  medal  vrould  be  reproduced  on  a  production  basis,  and  later  vre  would 
decide  about  the  mold  and  its  placement  or  distruction. 

•  •  .-’  in  meeting  Mr.  Hatfield,  he  told  me 
seventies.  To  me  he  looked  much  younger.  He  related  stories  Ox  some 

of  his  past  vrork  as  a  die  sinker.  He  had  dpignp  ornamental  mpds  for 
various  lndustries--such  as  the  ornate  handles  of  caskps,  and  _olds 
for  gadroon  edges  of  silver  platter  meat  trays,  etc.  My  visit  vmth  him 

was  most  enlightening. 

After  some  of  the  details  had  been  worked  out  reprpng  p.e  ppp, 
I  wanted  to  learn  more  about  the  originals.  I  was  pld  that  tne 
batch  were  sold  from  house  to  house--7rith  very  littp  reppp.  During 

a  few  were  sent  to  a  local  bazaar,  i-rhere  one  -T-Tas  put  on  dippy.  D  6 

the  auction,  the  medal  was  bid  up  to  j5.00,^pd  en^p-bsorbed

Hatfield  told  me  of  his  copyright  procedures.  On  app^capon  xp  cpy 

right,  he  had  to  make  a  slight  change.

•/ery  fevr  had  been  made  — possibly  less  than  a  dozen,  as  later  t-.ey^all 

•w'-ra  --ada  vrith  his  full  name.  I  v.-as  lucky  to

orrect.  It  vras  difficult  for 
that  good;  so  I  did  the  best 


I  now  had  to  prepare  for  the  distribution  of  the  newly  made  medals. 
I  made  several  insertions  of  advertisement,  hoping  I  would  reach  those 
interested  in  the  medals.  Then  my  concern  was  to  get  the  proper  in¬ 
formation  to  those  interested  published.  I  forwardea  what  I  had  to  one 
or  two  numismatic  editors.  I  contacted  Mr.  Aubrey  Mayhevr,  who  then 
was  preparing  to  go  to  press  with  his  new  book.'  Meanwhile,  Mr.  Edward. 
Hochette  ha.d  contacted  me.  Mith  all  of  this,  I  was  quite  busy. 


Up  to  now  I  was  aware  of  only  two  or  three  varieties,  and  after 
Mr.  Hatfield  had  personally  delivered  to  me  the  newly  made  medals, 
and  reviewed  the  facts  again,  I  assumed  that  this  was  it.  I  asked  him 
especially  about  ’’trial  pieces”,  but  he  said  he  did  not  recall  any¬ 
thing  of  that  nature,  as  most  of  his  work  samplings  went  back  into  the 
melting  pot. 

Later,  on  one  of  my  days  off,  I  made  a  tour  of  the  area  to  see  if 
I  could  acGuire  additional  medals  of  the  earlier  issue.  I  felt  that 
I  77a3  now  this  involved,  and  so  I  proceeded  to  do.  as  much  research  on 
the  facts,  as  vrell  as  the  medals.  I  was  a.  short  distance  from  the  town 
where  Mr.  Hatfield  lived  and  had  his  shop.  I  decided  to  make  this' 
first  visit,  as  I  knew  it  would  be  quite  interesting,  and  i  a.gain  want¬ 
ed  10  get  the  facts  as  correct  as  possible.  This  day  turned  out  better 
than  I  ever  hoped.  I  relate  as  follows: 

Mr.  Hatfield  allowed  me  to  browse  about  his  shop.  He  talked  of 
various  methods  in  application .  to  his  mold  mailing.  He  showed^ me  many 
molds  he  had  designed  and  made.  I  was  fascinated  by  this  man  s  ability. 
I  then  noted  a  placque  which  contained  a  beautiful  limeness  of  the  late 
President  J.  P.  Kennedy.  It  was  made  in  copper,  and  I  wanted  to  know 
all  about  it.  He  was  vague,  and  did  not  seem  too  enthused  to  talk 
about  it,  so  I  let  the  matter  drop,  but  I  assured  myself  that  I  would 
get  back  to  it  before  I  left  his  shop.  The  craftmanship  about  his 
shop  was  superb.  I  was  glad  tha.t  I  had  decided  to  visit  him.  He 
talked  about  the  existing  mold,  and  what  his  intentions  were  vrhen  he 
decided  to  stop  using  it.  •  He  advised  that  he  xfould  like  to  keep  it  a 
little  longer,  in  the  event  he  vranted  to  make  a  few  more  Kennedy  medals. 
He  did  not  wish  to  give  up  the  mold.  Mr.  Hatfield  could  not  understand 
the  excitement  of  the  collector.  This  I  had  to  explain,  since  I  had  to 
make  it  clear  to  him  that  ’’trial  specimens”  and  quantity  played  an 
important  factor  in  the  collection  of  anything  in  numismatics  or  for 
the  exonumists.  I  explained  that  if  later  the.  mold  was  mis— u-sed  by 
the  vrrong  hands,  it  would  devaluate  the  present  medals,  such  as  some 
of  the  ” re  strikes”  in  coins.

erial.,  I  promised  that  I  would  do  all  I  could  to  see  that  he  would  be 
properly  accredited  for  the  production  of  the  medal,  etc.  The  trial 
piece  was  na.de  of  white  metal,  and  vra.s  sprayed  vdth  a  copper  colored 
lacquer  paint.  The  specimen  is  slightly  smaller  in  diaineter,  and  slight¬ 
ly  thinner  then  the  latter  issue.  There  was  no  inscription  on  the  medal. 
I  asked  v;hy  there  was  no  lettering,  and  he  explained  that  the  lettering 
is  "punched  in"  with  steel  lettering  punches  after  the  "bronze  mold"  is 
cast.  Of  course,  this  applies  to  the  dies  we  know  about  today;  dates 
and  lettering  do  come  later.  Por  me,  it  was  a  new  chapter  in  numisma¬ 
tics.  . 


As  the  days  passed,  and  my  research  became  more  intensified,  I  dis¬ 
covered  other  varieties .  I  becsLme  a  bit  alarmed,  as  I  thought  there 
might  be  all  sorts  of  different  varieties,  and  I  would  never  find  them 
all  or  gather  all  the  proper  information.  I  knew  too,  that  Mr.  Hatfield 
had  no  record  as  to  the  actual  count,  but  there  was  one  thing  that  he 
insisted  on,  and  that  was  the  amounts  cast  were  always  in  lots  of  one 
hundred.  :7ith  this  information,  I  was  able  to  compile  a  fairly  accurate 
count;;'  From  what  Mr.  Hatfield  had  related  to  me,  I  v;as  also  able  to 
ascertain  in  my  mind  the  r-eason  for  the  various  varieties,  and  how  they 
came  about.  Every  time  Mr.  Hatfield  made  a  change,  it  was  for  a  specific 
reason,  and  he  was  unavrare  that  each  tine  a  change  was  made,  he  created 
a  variety,  or  type. 


After  casting  the  first  hiundred  medals,  Mr.  Hatfield  decided  that 
these  ware  to  be  plated,  but  he  could  not  decide  which  he  would  like 
better--copper  or  silver.  He  plated  half  the  lot.  chrome,  and  the  second 
fifty  in  copper.  The  copyright  symbol  and  his  initials  "M.J.H."  appeared 
on  the  reverses  of  these — thus  Types  I  and  II. 

At  this  time,  he  applied  for  copyright,  and  was  informed  that  in 
order  to  get  the  copyright,  his  name  had  to  appear  in  full  on  the  medal. 
Mr.  Hatfield  was  a  little  vague  at  this  point,  as  he  said  there  was  a 
mix-up.  He  did  have  a  few  medals  unplated,  so  he  decided  to  remove  the 
copyright  symbol  from  the  medal,  and  spray  them  with  a  copper  lacquer 
finish.  This  is  probably  the  rarest  cf  all  the  types.  An  altered  one 
could  easily  be  detected,  as  this  has  other  variants  to  detect  it  from 
an  original.  This  has  been  classified  as  Type  III. 

On  all  of  the  above  types,  the  famous  quotation  was  misquoted  with 
the  vrords  "Hill  Do",  instead  of  the  proper  and  correct  quote  of  "Can  Do." 
This  v;as  brought  to  the  attention  of  Mr.  Hatfield,  and  before  casting 
the  next  group,  he  "feathered"  out  the  wording  "Hill  Do",  ^and  repunched 
the  correction  ^rith  "Can  Do".  He  also  added  the  "Atfield"  to  the  exist¬ 
ing  initials  "M.J.H. ";  thus  his  full  name  appeared  on  the  medal  of 
Type  lY. 


Type  V  is  the  same  as  Type  IV,  except  they  are  sprayed  in  a  gold 
lacquer  paint.  I  feel  that  there  are  very  iq\t  of  these,  since  these 
probably  were  made  from  the  few  left  from  the  hundred  lot  Type  IV  group, 
which  were  not  chrome  plated  or  painted.  All  knoim  specimens  have  the 
gold  lacquer  finish. 


On  the  next  issue,  the  copyright  symbol  was  remove 
and  all  medals  were  lacquer  finished  with  gold,  silver 
This  was  decided  because  of  coses.

I  had  purchased  one  or  two 
nnedy  medals  of  half  dollar  size,  and  these  were  easier  to  house,  so 
!  I  passed  it  up  at  that  time.  This  type  is  listed  as  Type  VI. 

1  Type  VII. is  the  medal  that  I  have  recently  promoted,  and  less  than 

a  hundred  ha-ve  been  distributed  to  date.  These  have  a  heavier  coating, 
and  the  medal  is  much ’sharper  in  appearance  than  the  earlier  issues. 

]  These  have  been  sold  and  distributed  under  the  name  of  Angros  Enterprises

To  date  I  have  been  able  to  complete  only  three  sets,  which  still 
:  remain  in  my  possession.  It  all  has  been  a  very  exciting  challenge.  I 
(  owe  a  lot  to  lir.  Hatfield,  who  I  think  is  deserving  of  much  credit.  I 
:  feel  that  his  craftmanship  in  his  medal  has  been  a  wonderful  contribu- 
:  tion  for  the  collector,  and  a  most  wonde:pful  tribute  to  our  late  Presi- 
.  dent,  John  P.  Kennedy. 


Below  is  a  summary  of  the  seven  varieties  or  types.  I  have  explored 
every  avenue  to  eliminate  the  possibility  of  ether  varieties,  but  have 
come  up  with  no  others.  There  is  only  one  trial  piece,  which  is  in  my 
personal  collection.

I  have  in  my  possession  a  medal.  It  is  approximately  33  mm.  in  dia¬ 
meter.  On  what  I  believe  to  be  the  obverse  is  a  bust  of  Abraham  Lincoln. 
At  the  left  of  the  bust,  is  the  flag  of  the  United  States;  on  the^  right 
is  the  State  flag  of  Michigan.  Underneath  this  are  the  dates,  185^-1929* 
Under  these  dates,  there  is  the  inscription,  "Jackson,  Michigan  -  Here 
Under.The  Oaks,  July  6,  185^  Mas  Born  The  Republican  Party,  Destined  in 
the  Throes  of  Civil  -Strife  to  Abolish  Slavery,  Vindicate  Democracy  and 
Perpetuate  the  Union."*-  On  the  reverse,  at  the ‘top,  is  a  bust  of  Andrew* 
Jackson.  Beneath  this  bust  on  the  left  side, -are  two ' soldiers ,  .and  on 
the  right  side  is  an  Indian.  Under  the  first  soldier  is  the  name ,...-"Lav- 
erty",^ under  the  second  the  name,  "Blackman",  and  under  the  Indian,  "Pe- 
Wy-Tum".  Under  this  is  the  inscription,  "1829  Jackson  1929  ~  Centennial 
Celebration,  July  4th."  '  .. 

This  medal  was  struck  to  commemorate  the  first .one  hundred  years  of 
the  founding  of  the' City  of  Jackson,  Michigan,  and  it  also,  incorprated 
the  founding  of  the  Republican  Party.  \  ; 

I  have  often  heard  that  there  was  a  dispute  over  just  where  the 
Republican  Party  was  formed.  1966  being  a  political  year  with  the'  Nov¬ 
ember..  election  only  a  few  weeks  off,  I  decided  to  satisfy  my  curiosity, 
and  began'  my  research.  ,*  ~ 

The  Republican  Party  .is  som'etime.s  called  the  party  of  Abraham  Lin¬ 
coln;  the  Democratic  Party  is  often  called' the  party  of  Thomas  Jeffer¬ 
son.  This  description  is  not  complete,  nor  ia.it  entirely  accurate.  It 
does,  however,  indicate  something  about  the_  nature,  and  separate  origins 
of  cur  two  major' political  parties  .of  today.  The  Democratic  Party  is 
older  than  the  Republican  Party.  It  dates  back  to  the  beginning  of  the 
United  States,  and  the,  .presidency  of  George  Washington,  when  political  .  , 
parties  first  arose.  During  Washington^  s.' presidency  there  were  two 
trends  of  thought.  One  group  was  headed  by  Thomas  Jefferson,  and  the  • 
other  by  Alexander  Hamilton.  Hamilton's  group  was  called  the  Federalist 
Party,  and  it  was  opposed  by  Jefferson's  group,  v^hich  was  called -the 
Republican  Party.  Jeff'erson' s  pafty  .stoodj'.for  the  republican  ideals  of 
the  French  Revolution.  The  Republican  Party  that" we' kinow  today,  has  no 
connecuion  vrith  this  early  party  by  the  same  name.  7fhen  Jefferson's 
party  won.  the  elections  of  1800,  it  was  called  the  Democratic  Republican 
Party,  or  sometimes  referred  to -as  just  the  the  Democratic  Party.  In 
the  early  days  therefore,  the  Republican  Party  as  we  know  it  today,  did 
not  e.xi3t.  Instead,  the  two  major  parties  at  that  time  were  called  the 
Democratic  'Party  .and  the  Federalist  Party.  The  Federalist  Party  soon 
disappeared.  .  _  ‘ 

For  many  years  the  Democratic  Party,  was  split  up  into  different  fac¬ 
tions,  or  groups  within  the  party.  Several  of.  these  factions  joined', 
togec'ner,  and  called  themselves  the  National  Republicans.  They  were 
successful  in  electing  John  Quincy  Adams  as  President.  /mother  group, 
or  faction,  called  themselves  the  V/hig  Party,  and  they  succeeded  in  elect¬ 
ing  William  Henry  Harrison  and  John  Tyler  as  presidents.  With  these  tvro 
excepcions,  the  Democrats  remained  in  povrer  from  the  time  Andrew  Jackson 
v/'as  elected  President  in  1823,  until  i860. 

The  Democrats  were  divided.,  sharply  between  the  Southern  and  Northern 
factions  over  the  question  of  slavery.  After  the  Civil  b-ar,  the  policies 
of  the  Northern  faction  were  hated  so  much  by  the  South,  that  nearly 
everyone  in  the  South  turned  Democratic,  and  hence  the  expression,  "The 
Solid  South".  The  South  has  voted  Democratic  solidly  in  nearly  all 
elections  since.

The  ilepublican  Party  was  born  In  1354.  There  is  no  dispute  as  to 
the  year  of  its  organization,  although  debate  still  goes  on  as  to  the 

exact  birthplace.  Both  Ripon,  'iTisconsin  and  Jackson,  Michigan  cla±± 
the  honor. 

Franklin  Pierce,  a  Democrat,  T.,7as  in  the  ".-niite  House.  Since  Andrew 
Jackson  s  election  in  1828,  the  Democrats  and  v/higs  had  alternated  in 
control,  and  the  Free  Soil  Party  had  recently  become  strong  enough  to 
put  nominees  on  the  national  ballot.  The  %igs  borrov^ed  their  party 
name  from  England.  They  organized  in  1534,  behind  the  banner  of  Henry 
Clay.  The  Free  Sellers  foraed  in  1843,  on  a  platform,  which  as  the 
party  na:ae  indicates  opposed  the  extension  of  slavery  into  the  terri¬ 
tories,  and  into  the  states  formed  from  them. 

The  first  recorded  meeting  of  Republicans,  vias  held  by  a  number  of 
^^-igs,  Free  Sellers,  and  Democrats  in  the  Congregational  Church  at 
Ripon, ^  Wisconsin  on  February  28,  1854.  A  prominent  ’fhig,  by  the  name 
of  Major  Alvan  E.  Bovay,  called  the  meeting.  At  this  meeting,  a  reso¬ 
lution  was  adopted  providing  that  if  the  Kansas-Hebraska  Bill  passed, 
the  existing  Ripon  Party  organizations  should  be  abandoned,  and  a  new 
party--to  be  called  the  Republican  Party,  should  be  formed.  The  Kan- 
sas-Nebraska  Bill  provided,  "that  all  questions -pertaining  to  slavery 
in  the  territories,  and  in  the.  new  states  to  be.  formed  therefrom,  are 
to  be  left  to  the  decision  of  the  people  residing  therein,  through 
their  appropriate  representatives."  This  was  usually  referred  to  as 
the  principle  of  popular  or  "squatter"  sovereignty..  . 

V/hen  the  Kansas-Nebraska  Bill  passed  the  Senate,  Major  Bovay  call¬ 
ed  a  second  meeting.  This  one  was  held  on  March  20th  in  the  Ripon 
schoolhouse.  By  a  house-to-house  and  shop-to-shop  canvass,  he  obtained 
attendance  of  fifty-three  votes  out  of  not  more  than  one  hundred  eligi¬ 
ble  in  the  tovna.  The  meeting  voted  to  dissolve  the  local  TVhig  and 
Free  Soil  organizations,  and  a  committee  of  five  vras  appointed  to  form 
a  new  party.  •  ;  , 

Horace  Greeley,  (who  was  as'well  known  for  his  political  activi¬ 
ties  as  for  his  editorials  in  the  "Hew  York  Tribune")  mentioned  the 
name  and  the  new  party  in  June,  ,1854. 

The  spring  and  summer  of  1854  saw  many  other 'meetings  ..held  under 
one -banner  or  another,  that  brought  Republican  organizations  into  being 
in  Michigan,  Iowa,  Ohio,  Maine,  Massachusetts,  New  York,  and  other 
Northern  states. 

The  most  notable  meeting--notabie  because  it  was 'a  formal  conven¬ 
tion  that  adopted  a  platform,  and  no-:iinated  a  full  slate  ticket,  was 
held  "under  the  oaks"  at  Jackson,  Michigan  on  July  6,  1354.  It  was 
attended  by  hundreds  of  leading  citizens  from  a'll  parts  of  the  state. 
They  overflowed  the  team's  largest  hall,  and  adjourned  to  a  grove  near 
the  county  race  track.  The  convention  paid  its.  respects  to  the  Kansas- 
Nebraska  Act  and  Southern  slaveholders  in  these  vrords: 

"xiesolved,  That . in  view  of  the  imminent  danger  that  Kansas  and 

Nebraska  v^ill  be  grasped  by  Slavery,  and  a  thousand  miles  of  slave  soil 
will  be  thus  interposed  between  the  free  states  of  the  Atlantic  and 
t'nose  of  the  Pacific,  we  will  act  cordially  and  faithfully  in  unison 
to  avert  and  repeal  this  gigantic  wrong  and  shame." 

"Resolved,  That  in  view  of  the  necessity  of  battling  for  the  first 
principles  of  Republican  government,  and  against,  the  schemes  of  an 
aristocracy,  the  most  revolting  and  oppressive,  vrith  which  the  earth 
vras  ever  cursed  or  man  debased,  we  will  cooperate  and  be  known  as 
’  icopu  blicans '  until  the  contest  be  terminated."

Jacob  M.  Hovrard  was  chairnan  of  the  Resolutions  Connittee ,  and  Hor¬ 
ace  Greeley  was  credited  with  choosing  the  name,  Republican. 

The  Republicans  elected  their  state  tickets  in  Michigan  and  Wiscon¬ 
sin  that  fall,  and  elsewhere  great  progress  vras  nade  either  under  the 
party  nanie  or  under  '^Anti-Nebraska"  designations.  Uleven  United  States 
Senators  were  elected  as  Republicans,  or  afterwards  affiliated  with  the 
party,  and  so  nany  Republicans  or  anti-Nebraskans  were  sent  to  the  house, 
that  they  succeeded  in  organizing  it.  3arly  in  February,  I856,  they 
elected  Nathaniel  ?.  Banks  of  Massachusetts  as  Speaker  of  the.  3^th  Con¬ 
gress. 

Shortly  thereafter,  the  party  was  organized  on  a  national  basis. 
Delegates  fron  a  score  or  nore  states,  meeting  in  Pittsburg  on  February 
22  and  23,  1856,  appointed  a  National  Executive  Committee,  and  authorized 
it  to  call  a  National  Nominating  Convention  in  Philadelphia  the  follow¬ 
ing  June. 

In  1856  the  Republicans  nominated,  John  C.  Fremont  for  President, 
but  he  was  defeated  by  the  Democratic  candidate,  James  Buchanan.  In  the 
’four  years  that  follovred,  the  Republicans  grew  more  powerful,  and  in 
1360  elected  Abraham  Lincoln  as  their  first  president. 

Thus  the  movement  begun  in  185^  in  the  Ripon  church  in  Wisconsin, 
and  "under  the  oaks"  in  Jackson, .  Michigan,  changed  the  political  face 
of  our  nation.  •
